Austria's bloody struggle to maintain itself aa.iinst 
the aggressive spread of Nazi doctrines has shaken 
Europe out of its last lingering dreams of permanent 
peace. The facts of the situation are too bold to be 
mantled by idealistic disguises 
The continent fee/ 
war as a realistic factor of the future. 
It does not see war as an immediate probability, 
necessarily. Recent events have not altered circum­ 
stances so greatly. They have, however, made war 
seem inevitable in the course of the years, whereas 
there formerly was a disposition to think of it as a 
remote possibility that might be averted 
Whatever happens in Austria, Europe seems des­ 
tined to return to that curious system of peace preser­ 
vation called the balance of power. The usefulness of 
the League of Nations has been destroyed by the i n ­ 
sistence of nationalism It was helpless during Japan’.; 
adventure in Manchuria. It is helpless to lend a hand 
to Austria in its nruggle 
Europe has no choice bat 
return to it? lam er system of maintaining order as 
long as potable by diplomatic manipulation. 
It is 
n o ta aysirm whose history warrants confidence. 
This climax in the alteration of circumstances af­ 
fecting Europe's destiny demands from the United 
States a definite decision on international policy. It 
cannot be all things to all governments on the conti­ 
nent. 
It must keep itself apart, therefore, dealing 
realistically with current problems and shaping its 
course Judiciously with respect to future develop­ 
ments. This government was unwilling to participate 
In the lie ague of Nations. It could not consistently 
participate In the infinitely more dangerous manipu­ 
lations called for by diplomacy of the traditional type. 
Perhaps it is better that populations should face 
honestly tile inevitability of war in an era of con­ 
flicting nationalism than to shut their eyes in escape 
to more pleasing visions ol pqece. Strangely enough. 
tim more recent attitude Is not hard to assume 
Preparations were being made for it furtively as soon 
as it became obvious that tin* statesmen at Versailles 
had perpetuated hate in the provisions of the peace 
treaty at the close of the World war.
